Danny Wright is 
‘Mr Versatility’

SOUTH Melbourne Hellas star Danny Wright might have made the 
biggest mistake of his impressive career when he put in a stand-out 
performance as South Melbourne knocked off Preston Makedonia in 


Round 5. 

Wright, an attacking 
midfielder or forward, 
found himself a fullback 
by default for the big 
local derby. 

Injuries to key defen- 
ders left Hellas a man 
short at the back and, 
‘rather than risk an inex- 
perienced newcomer, 
coach Ferenc Puskas 
gave Wright the re- 
sponsibility.

WHAT experience 
the British coach 

in particular did 
bring to Hubert 
Vogelsinger’s camp 
was mainly in the 
form of a potpourri 
of drills, gridwork, 
zonal play etc. etc. 


There was a pre- 
‘occupation with “check- 
ing-nearest/farthest 
*, “passing and re- 
iving through cones”, 
3x5 a-side mini-games 
with unchallengeable 
wingers patrolling the 
lines,’ etc. All small 
groups; all instructed set 
responses to set situa- 
tions. 
No doubt there was 
value which should not 
be underestimated. 
However, the stark 
differences in styles, 
when physically juxta- 
posed, as they were 
under Vogelsinger’s au- 
spices, provided some 
interesting insides into 
the dichotomy of 
coaching, teaching, 
learning and im- 
plementation of soccer 
ideas. 

The “Drill School of 
Coaching,” in general, 
does not analyse nor 
work to any great extent 
on individual skill tech- 
nique. 

Neither do its adhe- 
rents seem to possess 
the perception (or is it 
imagination) necessary 
to recognise, develop 
and encourage unique 
abilities and incorporate 
these to the benefit of 
the team. 


It seeks to fit players 
into preconceived tacti- 
cal movements, set 
pieces and disciplined, 
specific, “thou shalt do” 
responses. 

The South Americans 
place heavy emphasis 
on individual develop- 
ment and to a large ex- 
tent succeed in their 
tactical coaching, which 
is more game realistic 
and fluid in practice 
than the British “Drill 
School.” 

The latter seem to 
forget that the success 
or failure of any 
coaching effort depends 
entirely upon player 
competence. 

The British, uncon- 
sciously I'm sure, have 
adapted to the absence 
of great technique, by 
introducing tactics to 
compensate. 


Now their coaching 
“Catch 22’’ does not 
even allow for it. 

The Europeans are 
similar to the South 
Americans, though 
perhaps, with more 
physical emphasis; cer- 
tainly with more indi- 


liding tackle.
